DISUSI IH VIRI CRUZ 


W ahsington, July 7.—T h e story of 
the sceOQd battle at Vera Cruz -the 
battle against sickness and disease 
that followed the occupation of that 
town by American m arines and sol­ 
diers— is told in surgeon G 
M. Gui- 
teras’ formal report just filed. 
“T h e public m arkets were not clean 
and other public buildings were dirty 
and 
ill kept,” Guiteras says. 
“The 
three hospitals were in poor condi­ 
tion, the lazaretto for treatm en t of < 
smallpox was in a lam entable state 
of ruin, and 
patients were 
without 
proper nursing or medical attention ” 
In organizing for sanitary work to 
com bat 
diseases 
more deadly than 
Mexican bullets, the city was divided 
into four distri ts, and each district 
was fu rth er subdivided into subdis- 
tri< ts. 
T o forestall

m osquitos that follow the rainy s e a ­ 
son 16 oilers were secured a n d put to 
work

tive

smallpox 
were 
required to undergo va 
¡nation. 
A battle against the propagation of 
all communicable diseases wa^ waged 
th ro u g h an antifly. antim osquito cam­ 
paign. 
And Iasi, but not last, a sys­ 
tem atic effort 
by 
proclamation and 
through the press was m ade for a 
hig h er standard of personal cleanli­ 
ness. 
T h a t the work has been effective
